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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 1/1 5/04 and refers to the 
Office action mailed 1 1/14/03. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-20 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hsu in view of Fujio as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 5 of the 
previous Office action. 

4. Claims 1-20 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Halasa in view of Fujio as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 5 of the 
previous Office action. 

5. Apphcant's arguments filed 1/15/04 have been fixlly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to appHcant's argument that Fujio does not recognize the benefit obtained by 
appUcants, the fact that apphcant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally 
fi-om following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the 
differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. 
& Inter. 1985). In this instance, the lowering of the rate of polymerization found in Fujio would 
likely result in less heat generation, negating the need for cooling the reactor and likely also 
fouling the reactor to a lesser extent. 

Regarding the argument that Fujio teaches away from the present invention, it appears 
from the examiner's reading of Fujio that calcium alkoxides are indeed equivalent since using 
either the calcium alkoxide or a barium alkoxide results in the same effects, namely greater 
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styrene inclusion and trans- 1 ,4 content in the polymer made. This teaching is found in the first 
three hnes of the abstract of Fujio, not in Hsu as appUcants apparently beheve. Hsu instead 
discloses that an organolithium, an organoaluminum, a barium alkoxide, and a lithium alkoxide 
may be used to form a catalyst for polymerizing butadienes, this is found in the abstract. 
Likewise, Halasa discloses in its abstract that alkyllithium and lithium alkoxide may be used in a 
catalyst for polymerizing butadiene, the teaching of using calcium alkoxide as an additional 
catalyst agent comes from Fujio, not Halasa. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 R2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Finally, it is not clear from the record that the inclusion of an organoaluminum compound 
in the catalyst actually would destroy a benefit sought by appHcants. If such evidence exists in 
the specification, applicants are requested to point out exactly where it would be found.
